Garfield's letter asking that he be 
relieved of his duty was forwarded 
to President W ilson by Secretary Tu­ 
multy this morning. 
Garfield's resignation follows the 
sedim ent of the coal strike on the 
basis of President W ilson’s proposal 
which was that miners should have 
14 per cent Increase, and a commis­ 
sion should be appointed to study the 
coal mining situation and make fur­ 
ther changes in wages and hours lf 
justified. 
When this proposal was made to 
the miners G arfield 'declared it was 
unsatisfactory to him. 
He 
wanted 
the strike settled on the basis of 14 
per cent wage increase only. 
Garfield served as fuel adm inistra­ 
tor during the war. being responsi­ 
ble for the order to close Industries 
to save coal. 
He was called upon to 
take charge of conserving coal when 
the present shortage developed a few 
weeks ago. 
It is doubtful whether 
a new adm inistrator 
w ill 
be 
ap­ 
pointed by the president. Hall Direc­ 
tor Hines w ill take charge probably 
of the work and enforce coal restric­ 
tions until the supply becomes nor­ 
mal. perhaps by the later pait of Ja n ­ 
uary.

Tile feasts prepared by Monteneg­ 
rins, when weddings are celebrated,

A. von Vestendorf. Two serving maids 
and tile bead of the house enter with 
huge, four-cornered bottle*. One little 
drink and a dried tig open the meal. 
This is a custom to banish the tas’e 
of cigarets, which are always In evi­ 
dence. 

Ink-black 
wine of U*«a is then poured, and the 
diners choose their favorite morsels 
from plates, after which sugared eggs 
are passed around.

of young lambs, fowl roasted in sugar, 
small hurhont baked in oil, baked Ink 
Ash with citron, pullets cooked with 
fresh vegetables, and beef served on 
huge platters.

talking prevail. The banquet Is cloned 
with a special dish, after champagne 
has been served.

spring.
